THE BOW VALLEY CALL, 


BELIEVED FIRST REPORTS WERE 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED 


Loss of Life in Porcupine District 
Not as Great as at First Reported 
—Work of Rushing Relief to the 
Sufferers Undertaken by the Gov- 
ernment—Most of the Fires are 
Out. 

Toronto.—Nothing like an accurate 
estimate of the victims of the North- 
ern Ontario fires is possible as yet, 
but already the list of those named as 
dead exceeds one hundred. Forty 
bodies it is said have been recovered 


from Porcupine lake. The Porcu- 
pine relief committee is send- 
ing search parties through the 


burned area, many men being report- 
ed as missing. Telegraph wires from 
the fire are clogged with the matter 
filed for transmission, which is ex- 


pected to throw light on the number! 


of victims. 

Many of the missing are believed to 
have fled into the country and found 
refuge at the farm houses and may 
not be heard from for several weeks,

HE SAW SOUL LEAVE BODY 


Doctor is Firmly Convinced That He 
Witnessed the Flight of 
Life 


Chicago.—That the flight of life 
from a human being has been wit- 
nessed, is the assertion of Dr. Patrick 
8. O'Donnell, a famous X-ray expert, 
who alleges that he actually witness- 
ed the spirit leaving a dying man who 
was a patient in Merey hospital. 

Dr. O'Donnell couples with his en- 
nouncement an assertion that he be- 
lieves he has discovered what in fact 
constitutes the soul or spirit, at least 
the “electric current’? which controls 
the actions and movements of the 
body. 

Dr. O'Donnell already has surprised 
a score of Chicago physicians by de- 
monstrating several experiments 
whereby the human aurora or electri- 
cal radiation was seen by the human 
eye. Several persons attended his 
demonstrations at Mercy hospital. 
Using a film of dicyanin and other 
chemicals, held between two small 
plates of glass, he seated together all 
the physicians admitted so that by 
looking through the sereen they could 
distinguish the aurorns of the differ- 
ent subjects. The aurora was shown 
as a strong radiation of light, sur- 
rounding the entire outline of the 
body and head. In carrying on these 


experiments Dr. O’Donnell has _ fol- 
lowed a discovery made by Dr. 
W. J. Killner, of London. Satis- 


fied that he has seen the human aur- 
ora, Dr. O'Donnell conducted the ex- 
periment which he declares revealed 
to him the “flight of life.”

KINGS AND BEARDS. 
King Edward Was the First Bearded 
Monarch In 800 Years. 

It was often remarked at the acces- 
tion of Edward VII. that he was the 
Grst bearded King for nearly three 
hundred years. The ill-fa King 
Charles I. was his immediate prede- 
cessor in this respect, and he came to 


|the thorne in 1626, whereas the late 


King succeeded his mother in 1901. 
Charles was the last of the Kings for 
a very long time to represent the 
Elizabethan or Shakespearean fashion 
of the pointed beard and to wear his 
own hair on his head, 

Cromwell, the uncrowned King of 
England, certainly wore no wig like 
the Mas line of his successors; but, 
though he wore his own hair, he wore 
it pretty long. Charles Il. wore a 
tremendous wig, curled in a hundred 
tinglets, but the only hair on his face 
was a slight moustache. None of his 
successors until Kdward VII boasted 
even that. Both beards and moua- 
taches went clean out of fashion, and 


}James IL, William I1L., all the 


Georges, and William IV. were just 
as clean-shaven as all the rest of their 
masculine subjects. There was a time 
when a beard had not been seen in 
England within living memory! 

In wearing a beard Charles 1. fol- 
lowed the example of his tather 
James, and, as he was a Scottish be- 
fore he was an English 1..ng, he prob- 
ably followed the fashion of his pre- 
decessors in the northern kingdom, 
for he was preceded by tWo Queens 
ead a boy King, and had no precedent 
in this respect to follow, even if he 
d‘sired one. Henry VIII., nearly o 
hundred years betore James L.'s time, 
had been as much an innovator iu re- 
spect to whiskers as - ‘ard VIL. 
was; for, like our late King, this 
much-married monarch could. look 
back upon several bare-faced predeces- 
sora without a break, for none of the 
Kings from Henry V. to Henry VIL. 
wore the least hair upon their faces. 

Prior to Henry V.’s ti se, however, 
beards might be said to be almost the 
tule; and, indeed, from William L., in 
1€36, to the death of Henry IV., in 
1413, no King sat on the English 
throne who was clean-shaven. The 
Conqueror and his two sons and suc- 
cessurs were content with a moustache 
only, as were Henry II. and Richard 
[l.; but Richard the Lion-Hearted 
would seem to have made the beard 
fashionable, for his brother John, 
Henry III., and the first three Ed- 
wards entirely gave the re-2r the go- 


y. 

Thus, though George V. is the first 
of his name to wear a beard, Edward 
VII. was only following the example 
of his most famous predecessors. 

Thus out of the thirty-three Kings 
wh> have ruled in England, the beard- 
wearers and the clean-shaven almost 
provide a tie, for there a:e thirteen 
of the former and fourteen of the 
latter.

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LABOR M.P’S WAGES, 


How Thelr Salaries Are Pald at the 
Present Time. 
Should the bill for the payment of 


in the ey, of cases, the income 
of Labor M.P.’s will be considerably 
increased. At the present time Labor 
M.P.’s ate paid by Trade Unions for 
their Parliamentery ‘duties, ‘usually 
at the rate of only $1,000 a year. In 
some cases, however, the unions sup- 

lement this $1,000 by a special al- 
owance, varying from $1,000 to $1,250. 
It is proposed, however, t> stop this 
special payment when salaries are 
provided from state funds, 

There is no doubt that the cost of 
maintaining members of Parliament 
has proved no small strain on the 
funds of the Trade Unions throughout 
the country. As a matter of fact, it is 
estimated that the party headquarters 
is paying at the rate of $40,000 a year 
in M.P.’s salaries, and in. addition 
they have spent an average of $250,- 
000 on each of the last three general 
elections. This expenditure has hith- 
erto been met by a levy of twopence 
per member per annum on the total 
membership of the affiliated societies; 
and it may be recalled that it was 
this compulsory levy which, in 1909, 
led to the now famous Osborne judg- 
ment, when it was decided by the 
courts that such levies were illegal. 

A newspaper correspondent, writing 
to The Times, mentions that when the 
Labor party was first formed the levy 
was one penny per head, but it was 
found necessury to increase it in 1007 
to the present figure. It is suggested 
that if Labor members are paid $2,000 
a year by the state, the levy might 
again be reduced to one penny. It 
is, however, unlikely that this will be 
done, for the simple reason that pay- 
ment of members will naturally afford 
the Labor party an opportunity for 
increasing the number of Labor can- 
didates at future elections. : 

There is one fact regarding the 
Labor M.P. of which the public is not 
generally aware. At the present time 
most of the unions claim the right to 
take their Parliamentary representa- 
tives away from their dutie: at West- 
minster from time to time to attend 
to organizing work for the unions, and 
unless this practice is stopped the 
Labor party may be accused of receiv- 
ing salaries fcr its M.P.’s for such 
work in connection with their unions 
instead of political work at Westmins- 
ter. It is proposed, however, to stop 
this practice, against which protests 
have’ been iaade by the party leaders 
themselves.—Tit-Bits,

It dates 
from Saxon times, as the workman- 
ate of its crystal and gold shaft 
with jeweled head declares. From 
the time before the Normans this 
mace, which is barely eighteen inches 
long, has symbolized sovereignty 
over the city, when the lord mayor 
was sti!l known as the portreeve and 
London was an independent state. It 
is the oldest piece of civic regalia in 
the world, and it is seen only at the 
induction of the lord mayor on Nov. 
8 and at the coronation «f the sove- 
teign.---Pall Mall Gazette. 


Britain's Roman ‘Nalls. 


Agricola’s w...ls were built about the 
ear 80 to defend Britain from the 
icts and Scots. The first extended 
fron the Tyne to the Salway Firth 
(eighty miles), the second from the 
Firth of Forth, near Edinburgh, to 
the Firth of Clyde, near Dumbarton 
(thirty-six miles). The former wall 
was renewed and strengthened by the 
Emperor Hadrian about the year 120 
and by Severus about 208. Tourists to 
England and Scotland may still see 
many remains of thse ancient walls, 
particularly of the southern one. In 
many places the foundations are still 
intact, with here and there a piece 
of the wall itself, evidencing tha 
petntiness with which they were 
uilt.

A Busy Woman, 

Mrs. Adam Shortt, of Ottawa, the 
well-known worker in women’s circles, 
was formerly Miss Elizabeth Smith, of 
Hamilton, and had won distinction as 
a Canadian woman before she married 
Dr. Adam Shortt, who was for many 
years Professor of Political Economy 
at Queen’s University, Kingston, and 
is now commissioner of the Civil Ser- 
vice at Ottawa. Mrs. Shortt it was 
who first wrote to Queen’s University 


|} to ask for separate classes for women 
| and was the first regularly matriculat- 


ed woman student to enter the Uni- 
versity. In 1884 she graduated in 
medicine, one of the first three women 
to do so, and besides her degree from 
eee she holds a diploma from 
the Ontario College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, so that she was able to prac- 
tice medicine, which she did for two 
years in Hamilgn. Since her mar- 
riage Mrs. Shortt has taken a very 
deep interest in all forms of philan- 
thropy, especially that pertaining to 
the public health. She is at present 
convener of the Public Health Com- 
mittee of the National Council of Wo- 
men, and is on a similar committee, 
of which Lady Aberdeen is convener, 
in the International Council. She is 
also keenly interested in the Anti- 
Tuberculosis Crusade. She is an uc- 
tive member of the Y.W.C.A., having 
held the office of president in the 
Kingston branch for several years, 
during her residence in that city. In 
Ottawa, Mrs. Shortt holds the office 
of vice-president of the Women’s Cana- 


dian Club, vice-president of the 
,Council of Women, and_ belongs 
as well to the Women’s  His- 


torical Society and to the Mothers’ 
Union, which gives much assistance 
to the Day Nursery recently opened 
in connection with the Settlement 
House,—Canadian Courier, 


The Great Clay Belt. 


Northwest of this section of Temts- 
kaming, and beyond the Height of 
Land (a scarcely perceptible ridge, 
forty miles from New Liskeard), is 
called the ‘Clay Belt,” a 
tract of sixteen million acres of rich 
agricultural land, extending about 
400 miles from east to west, and lying 
mainly south of the 50th parallel. 
The Ontario Government, having sat- 
isfied itself by running base and 
meridian lines of survey through this 
region that it was even better in 
quality than the reports of the ex 
plorers of the year 1900 led it to ex- 
pect, has surveyed 120 townships, 
containing 2,625,000 acres. In addi- 
tion to subdividing the townships, it 
has by survey blocked out in nine. 
mile townships one and one-half mil. 
lions of acres more. The surveys were 
made that the country might be 
opened for immediate settlement, or 
as soon as circumstances made it 
judicious. 


Tupper, the “War Horse.” 


Sir Charles Tupper justly earned the 
title of the War Horse of Cumberland. 
It was in his native county that, as a 
outh, he measured swords with the 
ndomitable Howe and beat him. Hav- 
ing an extensive medical practice 
sbout Amherst, N.8., Sir Charles did 
considerable driving, using his doc- 
tor’s gig, and it was in this vehicle 
that he campaigned in 1854, or fity. 
seven years ago. The rig is atill in 
the best of condition, and was used at 
the burlesque Horse Show given by 
the Pilgrims of Amherst recently. 
The noble steed in the shafts was 
another old war horse, It {s some 
bventy years of age and was a cham- 
pion in weight-hauling contests sev-

A RAILROAD EXPERT. 


Manufacturers’ Transpertetion Man 
b.as Had a Wide Experience. 


James E, Walsh, manager of trans- 
portation for the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, is a mild-mannered 
man, and unobtrusive. His voice is 
not of the magaphone variety, and his 
eyes beam benignly behind his spec- 
tacles. Me stranger would pick him 
ou. as a railWay censor, but, then, 
uppearances are deceptive. 

As a matter of hard fact, Mr. Walsh 
{s steeped in tM fi By way of 
emphasis, it may be added that the 
saturating process has been in pro- 
gress for twenty-five years, That his 

ractical knowledge has helped him 
in his present position can be verified 
by a reference to the records of the 
Dominion Railway Commission. The 
typewritten pages are lentifully 
sprinkled with his name and his opin- 
ions. He is not a lawyer, but he holds 
his own with railway counsel. 

Mr. Walsh is a native of Ormstown, 
Quebec. He was educated at the Pro- 
testant Separate School of Huntingdon 
County, and at Joliette and Varennes 
Colleges. The classics were taught at 
Joliette, and business axioms were 
furnished at Varennes. After clerk- 
ing fer a short time at Ormstown, he 
became a timekeeper on construction 
work for the Canada Atlantic. He 
remained with that road for twenty 

ears, and though his work was large: 

y executive, he learned much that 
was useful about railroading. 

From construction work he was 
transferred to the track and ballaat- 
ing department. Then he went tod the 
audit branch, and had charge ol 
freight and car mileage accounts, Af- 
ter a glimpse of the mechanical de- 
partment, Mr. Walsh was made chief 
clerk of the freight and passenger de- 
partment. When the Canadian Atlan- 
tie was extended and reorganized, he 
was given churge of the passenger, 
ticket and bagguye departments, and 
retained that pos.tion until the road 
was sold, He was with the Richelieu 
& Ontario Naviguton Co, tor a time, 
as assistant tu the general manager, 
and on leaving the R. & O., was en- 
gaged by the lederal Government on 
the Georgian Bay survey, where he 
made a study of traffic possibilities 
ant compiled trade statistics, His re- 
port has been considered interesting 
reading by earnest people, 

Mr. Walsh came to the C.M.A. tn 
1907, succeeding J. R. Marlowe. 

Mr. Walsh hus been a busy man a 
long time. He cau brake a trajn, run 
a locomotive, and do other thrilling 
things, but he doesn't play golf, and 
while he takes a literary interest in 
baseball reports, etc., he has not been 
un athlete, 

“Walsh is a glutton for work; that’s 
all,”’ {8 a friend’s view, 

Mr. Walsh will admit one weakneas, 
though he denies It’s a weakness, He 
ie a great angler. 

When Mr. Walsh was with the Can- 
ada Atlantic, he acted as guide, philo- 
sopher, friend, to theatrical compan. 
fea, clrcua people, hard-headed men of 
science, and others. Ontario and Que- 
bec boast some large bass and trout. 
Mr, Walsh captured many WADE Fae: 
including a five-pound brook trout, on 
these personally conducted tours, aud 
{n his holidays—when he took 4 vaca- 
tion, If Mr, Walsh were a talkative 
man, what fish stories he might tell.

SOLDIER BY INSTINCT 


Commanding Officer of the Canadian

Only Missed One Annual Drill In

The pomp and sounds and color of 
the King’s festivities were a lyric de 
light to the men in the ranks of the 
Canadian Coronation Contingent; Col, 
Hugh H. McLean, K.C., M.P., com 
manding, has found the gay Imperial- 
{atic London quite to his liking. Im- 
Feueye is the colonel’s hobby. He 

as been fostering it down in New 
Brunswick now for half a century or 
thereabouts—in « rather big way for 
an avocation. In forty-five regimental 
years he has only missed one annual 
drill; which minute attention to de. 
tail is rather a significant record for 
@ man, who is a lawyer, piloting cor- 
porations and a busy Parliamentarian, 

Col. McLean is a constructive force 
in Canadian military circles; he has 
ideas, also money—and a big bump of 
initiative to set the two in combina 
tion, The War Uifice knows him. In 
1978, a row with Russia threatening,

they shook hands with him for his of- 
fer of sixty men and himself for the

During the major portion of his milli- 
tary oareer, Col. cLean has been 
identified with two regiments, the 
62nd St. John Fusiliers, and the 12th 
Infantry Brigade, both of which he 
has commanded. Since March last, he 
has been chief of the 28th New Bruns- 
wick Dragoons, which consists of four 
squadrons of dashing cavaliers, organ- 
ized by himself. n the humdrum 
barrack life and parade ground ma- 
noeuvres, he has taken huge interest. 
For one thing he has done a lot of 
shooting and encouraged it; he was 
commander of the Bisley team in 1899, 
president of the Provincial Rifle As 
sociation in 1900, and still holds down 
that job.

An Old Enemy In Arms. 

“I come to England happy in the 
knowledge that I represent a united 
| South Africa,”” The worde were spoken 
by Gen. Botha when he landed at 
Bouthampton in May to attend the 
Imperial Conference and the corona- 
tion festivities; and that happy result 
is largely due to the indefatigable ef- 
forts of the man who fought so well 
and so successfully against us during 
the Bouth African War. Gen. Botha 
now holds the honored position of the 
firat Premier of United South Africa, 
but prior to the Boer War his name 
wes known to few eave his own im- 
mediute circle. When the campaign 
started he was only a Ficld Cornet, 
but promotion came quickly, and he 
oommunded the Boer forces at Colenso 
and was Commander-in-Chief during 
ths rest of the war. “‘Let’s fight like 
men,” he said to some who counsellad 
tactics of a particularly savage char- 
acter, ‘‘but do nothing revengeful or 
mean,” and there we have the keynote 
of the character of the man who 
fought, lost, and is now doing every- 
thing he oan to heal up the old 
wounds and restore the prosperity of 
the South African Colony.
